Perkins of California has reintro¬ 
duced in the Senate an old bill to 
amend the naturalization laws. It 
provides for the usual five-year period, 
and requires that each alien seeking 
to be naturalized must speak the Eng¬ 
lish language; the provision that be 
must be able to read and write having 
been stricken’out. 

Nicola Tesla has made a discovery 
which will revolutionize, it is be¬ 
lieved, the ordinary means of illumina¬ 
tion and will be of infinite use in hun¬ 
dreds of directions. Tesla reoently 
exhibited newly perfected appliances 
called electrical oscillators, which are a 
novel kind of transformers based on 
one of his discoveries made six years 
ago. By tbeir means Tesla is now 
able to produce economical eleotrical 
vibrations to a frequency of many mil¬ 
lions, a second from ordinary ourrents, 
either alternating or direct. This 
achievement has an important bearing 
on very many scientific and indnstrial 
problems. Tesla’s newest discovery 
besides producing a more brilliant and 
much cheaper means of lighting, will 
be an economial means of purifying 
the atmosphere, water and other sub¬ 
stances. Ammonia, nitric acid and 
other products may be evolved from 
common air, if from nothing else. It 
wonld be impossible to enumerate the 
possibilities of the disoovery. Tesla 
pointed out two important discoveries. 
First of all, he announced that he 
had fonnd a new and powerful source 
of the rays. This souroe, he said, 
was an electric arc formed under cer¬ 
tain conditions, and the quality of the 
rays is such as to give a tar finer defi¬ 
nition and greater power of the im¬ 
pressions. The second important dis¬ 
oovery, Tesla announced, was the de¬ 
flection of the Roentgen rays by a mag¬ 
net. This has an important bearing 
on the nature of the Roentgen rays and 
eetaUiahee the complete identity of 
these with the rays discovered by 
Leonard in 1891, five yean before 
Roentgen made bis announcement.

The Cedar Rapids Gazette says: 
“Mobs make fewer mistakes than the 
courts.” But their mistakes are not so 
easily corrected. 

A New York theater announces the 
forthcoming production of “Die Wilde 
Jagd.” If it is anything like its name 
sounds the authorities ought to inter¬ 
fere. 

But after all Chicago can hardly criti¬ 
cise Nevada's physical culture perform¬ 
ance on the score of brutality so long 
as bicycle races against time are toler¬ 
ated. 

The Salvation Army in Chicago is 
working on the idea that converts can 
be best made on full stomachs. It is 
feeding the poor as well as preaching 
and praying for them. 

Claus Spreckels is building a $6,000,- 
000 palace in San Francisco. It will 
contain six bathrooms which alone will 
cost $50,000. There is no telling how 
much he will expend for soap, but it 
will doubtless be beyond the dreams of 
avarice. 

The old lady of 72 years, who has just 
died in New York from dancing all 
night with too much vigor, had no idea 
of a fate that would serve to warn 
other aged persons of social excesses. 
Giddy people of more than three score 
and ten should pause ere it is too lote. 

An old sea-captain of Fong Island has 
proposed the unique scheme of equip¬ 
ping mortar batteries at life-saving 
stations from which to throw bombs 
filled with petroleum to calm the 
waters Mglng about a wreck. Through 
the respiting smooth water and surf, 
the rescue work would be comparative¬ 
ly easy._ 

The popular will expressed in the de¬ 
plorable form of riots seems to be mak¬ 
ing headway against the toll gate sys¬ 
tem in Kentucky. Bourbon County lias 
expended about $5,000 on roadmaking 
machinery, and last week nearly 100 
miles of roads were thrown open to 
free travel. The county will acquire 
the remaining 200 miles in a few 
weeks. 

No metal is increasing in importance 
more rnpidly throughout the world 
than copper. Half of the copper mined 
Is produced in this country, the total 
output of the United States last year 
reaching 47,722,560 pounds, a little 
more than half of which was exported. 
Our copper yield is now 40 per cent, 
larger than tlint of tin; world in 1881. 
The increased demand for the metal is 
due to electrical appliances. 

’ Lewiston, Me., Journal: So long as 
gentlemen who would neither lie nor 
steal nor boycott nor tyrannize as in¬ 
dividuals will consent to put their mon¬ 
ey into enterprises managed so as to 
adopt methods of business which char¬ 
acterized Jack Cade and the pirates of 
the Spanish main, and which yet char¬ 
acterize the highwayman’s art, these 
esteemed gentlemen must not he 
amazed if people continue to identify 
trusts with robbery and the manipu¬ 
lators thereof with enemies of financial 
order and industrial fair play. 

In some of the Eastern and far West¬ 
ern States the practice still obtains at 
the adjournment of legislatures to di¬ 
vide among the newspaper men who 
have reported the sessions a certain 
amount of money from tile public 
funds. This sum often reaches several 
hundred dollars, and in some cases it 
lias been known to amount into the 
thousands. No more barefaced rob¬ 
bery of the people than this is can lie 
imagined, and it amounts to no more 
nor less than an oixm bribe to reporters 
to suppress the evlldolngs of the legis¬ 
lators. No self-respecting newspaper 
man would accept money under those 
circumstances. 

, France’s foreign legion is the last 
refuge for adventurers of all nations. 
In one company there were serving re¬ 
cently a Roumanian prince, who was 
suspected of having murdered Ills 
(brother; a German count, who had been 
a lieutenant of the guards and on the 
Emperor's staff; an Italian lieutenant 
Colonel of cavalry, dismissed for cheat¬ 
ing at cards; a Russian nihilist escaped 
from Siberia; a former captain in the 
■English Ritie Brigade, and an ex-canon 
of Notre Dame, suspended for immoral¬ 
ity. The legion is always used for dan¬ 
gerous service in which the government 
does not wish to employ regular troops, 
ns the men have no care for their lives. 

An Italian physician who has devot¬ 
ed years of study to the diseases that 
prevail in tropical countries is of the 
opinion that every one of them pecu¬ 
liar to those regions is of parasitic ori¬ 
gin, or, in other words, the result of 
bacterial attacks, and that, with the 
progress of sanitation and hygiene, 
there will soon he no reason why white 
men cannot live as safely and as long 
in hot lands ns In those where the 
temperature is varied by seasons of 
cold. An interesting and surprising 
conclusion which lie 1ms reached is 
that sunstroke, like malarial fevers, 
cholera, and the plngue, is produced 
not by the sun's notion, but by living 
perms; that it is an infectious disease 
and not an accident. 

A young cattleman of Wyoming has 
hit upon a remarkable scheme for ex¬ 
terminating wolves and coyotes. His 
secret is contained in a small vial of 
yellowish-brown liquid. His mode of 
extermination la to trap a wolf or coy¬ 
ote alive and Inject three drops of the 


poisonous fluid beneath the skin. This 1 
operation he repeats three times In 
twelve hours and then releases the 
animal, green-eyed, with dilated pu- 
pis, frothing at the mouth, and raving 
mad. It lives from thirty to forty 
hours after being liberated, but, like a 
dog with hydrophobia. It bites every¬ 
thing it meets and every other wolf 
bitten becomes Inoculated, and in this 
way tlie poison spreads and death fol¬ 
lows at a rapid rate. The Big Horn 
Basin papers have published reports 
brought in from the range of the death 
rate among the coyotes being enor¬ 
mous from a new disease never before 
heard of, and the inventor claims it Is 
his “mad death” wiping out the tribe. 

The educational drift of English 
schools is thus described by a British 
journal, and there are some schools in 
the United States whose courses of 
study are not greatly different: 

We teach the children Danish, 
Trigonometry and Spanish; 

Fill their heads with old-time notions, 
And the secrets of the oceans, 

And the cuneiform inscriptions 
From the land of the Egyptians; 

Learn the date of every battle. 

Know the habits of the cattle, 

Know the date of every crowning, 

Read the poetry of Browning, 

Make them show a preference 
For each musty branch of science; 

Tell the acreage of Sweden, 

And the serpent’s wiles in Eden; 

And the other things we teach ’em 
Make a mountain so immense 
That we've not a moment left 
To teach them common sense. 

Efforts are made from time to time 
to take from the gutter some especially 
degenerate member of the human fam¬ 
ily and imbue blm with principles of 
right-living. The results of such ex¬ 
periments are always Instructive, al¬ 
though it Is difficult to determine just 
what is the lesson taught In the experi¬ 
ence of the gentle music teacher who 
sought to practice a "kindness theory” 
on one of Cleveland’s most wayward 
embryo citizens. The teacher believed 
that there was not a human being who 
could fail to be susceptible to the Influ¬ 
ences of kindness, and she determined 
to give the particular subject on whom 
she was to operate at least one kind 
word each day. She also proposed to 
teach him music. It is possible the dose 
of kind words was not sufficiently large 
to till such a void, or it may be that tlio 
music she taught was not of the sav- 
age-breast-sootliing variety, but what¬ 
ever the cause the novitiate in the 
school of morality has issued this proc¬ 
lamation: “There’s no ‘dough’ in this 
life.

What is probably the smallest com¬ 
plete illuminating plant ever construct¬ 
ed has just been built by A. Graner, 
an electrical engineer of Philadelphia. 
He has devised and constructed a small 
light for vehicles which throws a beam 
penetrating the darkest gloom and 
clearly revealing all objects at a dis¬ 
tance of 100 feet ahead. The point of 
light projected by this tiny lamp can be 
clearly discerned as it moves across a 
surface more Mian 200 feet away. The 
device is nothing less than a miniature 
searchlight. The llgtit is supplied by 
the smallest storage battery that has 
ever been utilized for lighting. Hereto¬ 
fore it lias been necessary to resort to 
large butteries weighing from 00 to 100 
pounds for this purpose, but the inven¬ 
tor hns managed to make a fifteen- 
pound buttery supply a light for eight 
hours without any perceptible dimin¬ 
ution in Its power. Tills battery can 
lie recharged by a few bluestone jars 
if a central station is inconvenient, but 
it can be more quickly done at one of 
these generating plants and at a cost 
which makes the electric light quite as 
cheap as an inferior oil lamp. Another 
noteworthy feature of the lamp, says 
the Record, is an Ingenious method of 
establishing the connection between 
the lamp and the battery without the 
necessity of making the wire connec¬ 
tions. The battery once fixed in Its 
place under the seat remains there un¬ 
til its power is tqx-nt. The lamp, how¬ 
ever, for the purpose of protection from 
thieves or accident, may be taken off 
and put on at pleasure. As the lamp is 
put into Its place the current is made 
through the brackets which support it. 
If desired the lamp can lie fixed on the 
tongue <vf the carriage instead of the 
dashboard. 

The Irishman's lteply. 

At a well-known mill, not a hundred 
miles from Coatbridge, a Scotchman 
and nil Irishman were employed carry¬ 
ing bags of flour. Each had to carry 
three dozen bags and then get a short 
spell to rest. The Scotchman, work¬ 
ing harder than the Irishman, got 
through with ills three dozen first, 
which cauie in six bags at a time and, 
of course, had a rest.

Trapped by a Lawyer.

Their Strange Habits Instincts and Mean, 
of Getting Food. 

Yon am all familiar with the common 
black beetle known as the tnmblobug, 
and perhaps may have seen it rolling a 
ball with its hind legs, pushing it back- j 
ward. The ball contains the egg of the 
beetle, and the creature is taking it to 
a place of safety. 

A green beetle spotted with white is 
called the tiger beetle. He is a clever 
fellow and very cunning in his manner 
of securing his prey. He will dig a hole 
a foot in depth and then crawl to the 
top and form himself into a bridge 
across the chasm, burying his head in 
such a manner as to appear like some¬ 
thing inanimate, but he will be on the 
alert for the unwary creature that 
makes an attempt to cross on his hack. 
In an instant the bridge will give way 
and the prey will be precipitated into 
the hole. The beetle will follow nnd 
quickly dispatch the game, when he 
will return, reform the bridge and al¬ 
lure another victim. 

Old fashioned furniture is often com¬ 
pletely ruined by the larva* of a beetle 
called the anobnim. A peculiar sound 
like the ticking of a clock is made by 
these beetles when they call to each 
other, the noise being made by striking 
the jaws against their resting place, and 
often in old houses filled with old fur¬ 
niture the superstitious, when they hear 
this peculiar sound, imagine the place 
to be haunted. 

Another beetle is found in dark cel¬ 
lars, where it thrives upon dnst and 
trash. It is so difficult to exterminate it 
that it is looked upon as something un¬ 
canny, and the ignorant regard its pres¬ 
ence as an ill omen. 

The sacred beetle of Egypt is not un¬ 
like our own common beetle, and the 
female lays her egg in the same way, 
wrapped in a substance which is to pro¬ 
tect it and furnish fond. She rolls it np 
into a ball with her fore legs, sometimes 
carrying it a long distance npon her 
head; digs a hole in the earth, deposits 
her egg laden ball, covers it up, and 
leaves it to attain its perfect develop¬ 
ment. 

The sexton beetle is a curious crea¬ 
ture. He has a thick body and powerful 
limbs and a most acute sense of smell. 
No sooner does a small animal die than 
the sextons gather about the body and 
begiu to put earth upon it. In a few 
hours the dead animal has been covered 
and the beetles have laid their eggs in 
the carcass, which is to nourish the 
larvae. 

A remarkable creature is the bom¬ 
bardier beetle, and it is provided with 
a strange means of defense. It lives in 
a community under stones, and when 
disturbed discharges a fluid of a very 
penetrating odor, much like gas, which 
explodes ;is it comes in contact with the 
air and passes into vapor. Eighteen ex¬ 
plosions can be made in succession by 
one bombardier, and while these are 
being thrown off like a volley of artil¬ 
lery the beetle effects its escape. The 
fluid is like nitric acid to the taste. It 
causes a sharp pain if placed upon the 
tongne and leaves a yellowish stain.—

It 
Is no longer necessary to make the 
prison bars so heavy and so hard that 
cutting through them becomes very dif¬ 
ficult, but instead they a re made simply 
of pipes, forming part of a high-pres¬ 
sure water system. Should any of 
these pipes be severed, the water would 
escape and quickly give warning of the 
break. 

The only genuine American train op¬ 
erated In England is on the Southeast¬ 
ern Railway, running between Charles 
Cross station and Hastings every after¬ 
noon, and returning in the morning. It 
consists of six carriages, which were 
constructed In Troy, N. Y. These are 
entered at the ends, are lighted by elec¬ 
tricity, arc heated, and admirably ven¬ 
tilated, and operated with Improved 
American wheels and brakes. 

The first piece of beesteak that ever 
reached the gold fields in Alaska sold 
for $48 per pound. The piece of beef¬ 
steak was carried 250 miles by Thomas 
O’Brien, from Forty Mile Creek to Cir¬ 
cle City, and weighed a fraction over 
ten pounds. It was put on exhibition 
at Circle City, and attracted much at¬ 
tention and was subsequently disposed 
of for $480, the proceeds going to swell 
the miners’ hospital fund at that place. 

A striking picture of the official cor¬ 
ruption that prevails in China is afford¬ 
ed by some diplomatic reports submit¬ 
ted by the English foreign office to the 
houses of parliament at Westminster. 
Among other things It is fiiown that so 
great Is the stealing that, were the im¬ 
perial government to abolish the rice 
tribute from the provinces of Kingsu 
and Chekiang alone, it would effect an 
economy of more than $2,000,000, which 
is the sum that Its collection now costs 
over and above the revenue that it 
yields.

The day that Secre¬ 
tary Long was sworn into office that 


label disappeared, and in its place there 
Is a new one that reads; “The Massa¬ 
chusetts and her class." But the glass 
case contains the same old model.

Julius Eikerenkotter and Express 
Agent D. O. Daggett rushed their big 
safes into the street on the morning of 
the fire, and are to be commended for 
their forethought. 

Station Agent O. M. Howard and 
C. Bailey were the first men to seize 
the rope of the Hose Cart and stick 
faithfully to the work until the flames 
were under control. 

The many friends of Attorney-at-law 
H. W. Brown of Colma, who was 
severely injured a short time ago by a 
fall from a ladder, will be pleased to 
know that he is now able to be out of 
the house. 

In excavating the hill near their new 
continuous kiln, the Baden Brick Com¬ 
pany has disclosed a vein of blue rock 
some 50 feet in width, which is first- 
class material for macadamizing pur¬ 
poses. Our road makers may do well 
to make a note of this fact. 

The Government steamer McArthur 
is anchored off the Point, near the 
packing-house, and will remain in this 
vicinity for some weeks with a corps 
of U. S. topographical engineers en¬ 
gaged in making a survey of the bay of 
San Francisco in this looality. 

Our new druggist was about para¬ 
lyzed when the flames were threaten¬ 
ing his drug-store on Thursday morn¬ 
ing. He was without insurance and 
every one was too busy saving their 
household goods to assist him in remov¬ 
ing nitro-glycerine and other explo¬ 
sive drugs from his store. 

The attention of Supervisor Tilton 
is oalled to the dangerous condition of 
the embankment at Baden Station. 
This spot has been the scene of more 
than one acoident, and last week was 
very nearly the scene of another and 
a serious one. The place should be 
fenced in and made secure. 

Some of the things wanted in this 
town. A pleasant, cosy reading-room; 
a repainting of residences and beauti¬ 
fying of homes; more vegetable gardens 
and fewer peddlers’ wagons; fewer 
tenants and more home owners; and a 
general awakening of local pride, local 
loyalty and local enthusiasm.

Land Agent W. J. Martin was on 
hand, alert and active, at Thursday 
morning’s fire. Before leaving his 
residence, he instructed Engineer John 
Schirck to get up steam and start the 
big pump at the pump house. This 
Mr. Schirck accomplished within 
twenty minutes after receiving notice. 
There was over a half million gallons 
of water in the Company’s big reser¬ 
voir, and it has been Mr. Martin’s 
policy to keep this amount of water 
constantly on band. The value of this 
policy was demonstrated at the fire. 

It is the universal testimony of all 
our citizens that the Merriam Block 
was saved from destruction at Thurs¬ 
day morning’s fire largely through the 
heroic efforts of John P. Newman. 
The owner of the property should re¬ 
cognize Mr. Newman’s services in a 
substantial manner, particularly, in 
view of the fact, that Mr. Newman 
received a serious and severe injury 
while fighting the fire, by having a fire 
pick driven through his right foot. 
His left hand was also badly burned.

Five Buildings Were Laid in 

Ashes.

IT LOOKS LIKE INCENDIARISM.

On Thursday morning, about 2 
o’olock, the citzens of our town were 
startled from their slumbers by the 
clanging of the fire bell and cries of 
fire! fire! fire! The Hose Company 
was soon upon the ground, and as¬ 
sisted by scores of citizens, made a 
gallant fight to check the dames and 
save the business portion of the town 
in which the fire originated. After 
an hour and a-half of well-directed 
hard work, the tiro was under oontrol, 
but not until five buildings were in 
ashes, viz., the Neff buildings, one 
fronting San Bruno and one Cypress 
avenue; the Union Hotel adjoining the 
Neff property on the north, and the 
two stores immediately south of Neff, 
and belonging to the Merriam block 
property. 

When discovered, the two Neff 
buildings, separated by an interval of 
some 40 feet, were both on fire. This 
fact indicates the fire was of incen¬ 
diary origin. 

The hoso cart, manned by Station 
Agent O. M. Howard, C. Baily, Dan 
Daily, and members of the Hose Com¬ 
pany, was on the ground in a few min¬ 
utes after the fire was discovered. A 
stream of water was turned on the 
Neff buildings with dispatch, the 
utmost efforts were unavailing to oheck 
the fire which spread to the Union 
Hotel and to the two stores on the 
South. The Harder building, on the 
east side of San Bruno avenue, was 
only saved by the strenuous efforts of 
a Veil-managed buoket brigade. 

Another f^rce, including the Hose 
Company, under the lead of John P. 
Newman, concentrated their efforts 
upon the two stores next the Merriam 
block and by almost superhuman effort 
subdued the flames and saved the big 
block. The two stores were, however, 
utterly destroyed. The occupants of 
Merriam block and of a number of 
other buildings in the vicinity of the 
fire moved into the street. Consider¬ 
able damage was done by water to the 
Merriam block, also to the Harder 
building. 

The loss is in the neighborhood of 
$7000. All the buildings were insured 
by city agents, but we have not been 
able to ascertain the several amounts 
nor the names of the companies carry¬ 
ing the risks. The fire demonstrated 
two things to the satisfaction of every 
one; first, that the water system is 
first-class for fire purposes, and second, 
the necessity of better equipment in 
the way of fire hose. The loss is the 
first serious one, from fire, in the his¬ 
tory of our town, and, while it will 
be severely felt, will doubtless in the 
end prove beneficial, by stimulating 
our people to effort in the way of pro¬ 
viding more and better protection 
against fire in the future. 


THE BADEN BRICK COMPANY. 

At the works of the Baden Brick 
Company everything is full of life and 
activity. The hill facing the Bay has 
been cut down through earth and rock, 
and a fine new yard is being graded 
and prepared for use. The smoke¬ 
stack for the new patent continuous 
kiln is rising rapidly from its founda¬ 
tions, and when completed, is to be 


some 160 feet in height. Within a 
few days, as soon as the stack is a few 
feet higher, work will commence upon 
the continuous kiln, which is to be a 
permanent structure and, like the stack, 
built of brick and mortar. There are 
at present some twenty men employed 
in construction work, and this force. 
will be doubled as soon as the construe-1 
tion of the kiln proper is commenced, j 

The Baden Brick Company have 
demonstrated the fact that their clay is 
good, and that number one brick can be 
manufactured out of the material at 
hand, of which there is practically an 
unlimited supply, and it is the purpose 
of this Company to put in a plant per¬ 
fect and complete in every respect. 
Situated, as these works are, on water 
and rail, and near the great city of San 
Francisco, they have the facilities to 
put first-class bricks into the market 
and compete successfully with all 
rivals.

CITIZENS’ MEETING. 

New Fire Company Organised. 

A meeting of the Citizens Protective 
Association was held last Thursday 
evening, in the courtroom, at the call 
of President Martin. The room was 
crowded with citizens, and the subject 
of the recent fire was thoroughly dis¬ 
cussed. 

A committee consisting of Frank 
Miner, J. Jorgensen and Julius Eiker¬ 
enkotter was appointed to collect all 
evidence obtainable as to the cause of 
the fire and to lend all possible assist¬ 
ance to the fire adjusters in their in¬ 
vestigations. 

It appearing that the old fire com¬ 
pany was practically disbanded.it was, 
on motion, resolved that the Citizens’ 
Association take possession of all fire 
apparatus heretofore left in the custody 
of the old fire company, and a com¬ 
mittee was appointed to take charge 
of same. 

Treasurer Daggett reported funds in 
the treasury, $53.25. 

W. J. Martin reported the purchase 
of one hundred feet of hose. Bill was 
ordered paid. President Martin was 
instructed to purchase an additional 
100 feet. 

Julius Eikenenkotter reported $25 
in his hands belonging to the Associa¬ 
tion; instructed to turn over to the 
treasurer. 

A committee on subscription was 
appointed to act with the Executive 
Committee in raising money for the 
purchase of additional fire apparatus. 

The secretary was instructed to pre¬ 
pare for the use of the subscription 
oommittee an assessment list of all 
property in the town and to levy a'tax 
of 5 cents on each $100 valuation as 
originally valued by the Executive 
Committee. 

Mr. Jorgensen offered to house and 
care for the fire apparatus free of 
charge. His offer was accepted with 
thanks. 

It was, on motion, resolved that a 
vote of thanks of the citizens of this 
town be tendered to John Newman, 
Thomas Riley, Dan Dailey, Wm. 
Herding and others, through whose 
unselfish efforts the Merriam blook and 
much other valuable property was 
saved. 

On motion, meeting adjourned. 

Immediately after the Citizens’ 
meeting adjeurned, a new fire com¬ 
pany was organized, with Newman as 
chief; Dailey, first assistant; Riley, 
second assistant, and Abrams, secre¬ 
tary. A committee on rules and regu¬ 
lations was appointed and meeting ad¬ 
journed to next Monday evening. 


PRESS NOTES. 


NEW LOCAL OPTION. 

The Taxpayers Will Have Control of 
the Road Work in the Several 
Road Districts Hereafter. 

A BOARD OF THREE TRUSTEES. 


The Garfield Virginia mine of Tuol¬ 
umne county baa been bonded to C. M. 
Cross of San Franoiaoo tor $96,000. 


In the article relative to roads that , 
appeared in the Democrat last evening, 
in mentioning the necessity for imme- ■ 
diate aotion, the writer had in mind , 
the new road law, which, in its opera- , 
tion,places the mattei in the control of 1 
the taxpayers of each road district. 

Under the new law, each road dis¬ 
trict will decide the question of bonds | 
and the amount they will raise for , 
road purposes, so that each will regu- ; 
late its own matters of road improve¬ 
ment. This is purely a local option , 
measure, and under its provisions • 
Marysville Road District can issue , 
bonds for road improvement, without , 
waiting for any other part of the ; 
county. The Act is quite lengthy in ' 
the matters of detail, but the main . 
points are contained in the following: i 

it first provides that an election for ( 
load trustees shall be held in each road 
district on the last Saturday of May j 
in each year. There shall be three 
trustees for each distriot. Two of 
them shall receive $25 per annum and 
other, who acts as Secretary, $30 per 
annum. 

The members of the first Board of 
Trustees will be elected for one, two 
and tbrea years,respectively, and after- 
w ards one shall be elected each year. 
The powers and duties of the road 
trustees are very broad, as they have 
the following authority: 

First—To prescribe and enforce rules 
not inconsistent with the constitution 
and laws of this State for their own 
government of their district. 

Second—To manage and oontrol the 
property belonging to and in use in 
their district, and to pay all moneys 
colleoted by them into the County 
Treasury, to be placed to the credit 
of the road fund of their district. 

Third—To purohase such implements 
and materials, employ such labor and 
make contracts for the doing of suoh 
work as may be necessary in the con 
struotion, repair and maintaining Gf 
the roads in their distict. 

Fourth—To do and perform all acts 
and things in relation to which . the 
electors of their district arc authorized 
by this Act to instruct them, when 
thereto so instructed. 

Fifth—To make, in the name of the 
distriot, conveyances of property be- 
longing to it, and to appoint one or 
more persons to collect] poll tax in 
their district, and to pay him therefor, 
not exceeding 15 per cent of the 
amount so collected; provided,that any 
person subject to the payment of road 
poll tax in any district may, in lieu 
thereof, work on tho roads in such dis¬ 
tricts at the rate of $2 per day of eight 
hours, until be shall have worked out 
such road poll tax; and provided 
further, that no person shall be en¬ 
titled to work out his road poll tax, in 
lieu of paving the same, who shall re¬ 
fuse to do so after three days’ notice 
from the Clerk of the Board of Rond 
Trustees. 

Sixth—To make annual reports on 
or before the first Monday in July, in 
eaoh year, to the Board of Supervisors 
of the county, wherein they shall make 
a full showing in regard to receipts 
and expenditures; and all persons sub¬ 
ject to road poll tax who have not paid 
the same,or did not work in lieu there¬ 
of; also what roads have been con¬ 
structed or repaired during the last 
fiscal year, the character of such con¬ 
struction and the material emloyed 
therein; what percentage of moneys 
expended by them during suoh fiscal 
year were for the construction of per¬ 
manent roads, and in general such 
other things us may be necessary to 
show what kind of work and what 
work has been done and improvements 
made in the district during the last 
fiscal year, together with a correct in¬ 
ventory of all the property owned by or 
in use in the distriot. 

Seventh—It shall be the duty of each 
member of every Board of Road Trus¬ 
tees, in every district, to view, at least 
once in eaoh year, every road in his 
distriot, throughout its whole extent. 

The Board of Trustees in any district 
may, prior to the 15th day of August 
of any year, when in their judgment 
it is advisable, call an election, and 
submit to the qualified electors of the 
district the question whether a tax 
shall be raised to furnish additional 
funds for the use of the district in the 
procuring of title to any rights of way, 
or for the opening of any specific exist¬ 
ing roads, or for the constructing, or 
performing work on any existing road, 
or for the purchase of materials, or im¬ 
plements, or machinery, or for any two 
or all of these purposes. 

Section 37 provides that (he Board 
of Supervisors must, at the time of 
levying the county taxes, levy a tax 
upon all taxable property in the road 
district votiug such tax, sufficient to 
raise the amount voted. The rate of 
taxation shall be ascertained by deduct¬ 
ing 15 per cent for anticipated delin¬ 
quencies from the aggregate assessed 
value of the property in the district, 
as it appears upon the assessment roll 
of the county, and then dividing the 
sum voted by the remainder of such 
aggregate assessed value. -The taxes 
so levied shall be computed and en¬ 
tered on the assessment roll by the 
County Auditor, and collected at the 
same time and in the same manner as 
State and county taxes; and when col¬ 
lected shall be paid into the county 
treasury for the use of the road dia- 
. trict voting the same, for the purpose 
I or purposes for which the same axe

How Tomatoes Are Preserved ia Every 
House la Italy. 

In every house and cottage in Italy 
the preserving of tomatoes Is carried 
on. Terraces, balconies and even the 
flat roofs of the houses are half cov¬ 
ered with plates containing the deep- 
red substance. After gathering, the 
tomtatoes intended for preserve are 
spread out for some hours in the sun 
till the skin lias somewhat shrunk. 
They are then passed through a sieve 
so that they may he freed both from 
seeds and skins. As they contain a 
large proportion of water the substance 
which has been passed through the 
sieve must be hung in bags, from which 
the water exudes, and soon a pool of 
dlrty-looklng water Is formed beneath 
each bag. Strange to say. It is in no 
way tinged with red. The mixture 
which remains in the bags has the con¬ 
sistency of a very thick paste. It is 
then salted, the proportion being a llt-
